over three hours and 40 minutes to sail 
the first leg, leaving alftmt one hour 
and 40 minutes for the remaining 20 
miles.

tain that the yachts would still be far 
from the finish when the time limit 
expired. 


Today's course was triangular, be- 


lieved to be in favor of the Shamrock, 
•while the light winds were the sort of

Columbia

shown her superiority in. 


There was no superiority shown on 


the first leg today, however. Starting 
with a good lead because of Captain 
Sycamore's mistake in crossing 
the 


line before the starting gun, which 
compelled him to put Shamrock about 
and cross again, Columbia was unable 
to hold the l«a<J for the first 10 miles. 


By the time the yachts had sailed a 


little over two hours Shamrock was 
ahead. 


The wind vras then coming in fluffy 


puffs that sent first one boat ahead 
and then the other. 


Shamrock 
caught better 
breeze 


when nearing the first stake boat, and 
rounded the first mark three minutes 
ahead of Columbia. 


1 be Race In Detail 


The preparatory signal was fired at 


10.45, and both yachts rounded into 
position to make for the line . 


Shamrock crossed it first by eight 


seconds, her time being 11.00,02, while 
Columbia was 11.00,10. 


The Shamrock had hard luck, how- 


ever. The starting gun was not fired 
till a second or so after she had cross- 


I ed the line, she having stood too near 
! and ben forced to cros too soon. 
I 
She therefore had te wear around to 


iccross the line. 


The mistake handicapped her badly 


1 at the start, while the Columbia was 
I sailing on. 


Both yachts took the starboard tack, 


the Columbia far to windward. 


The wind was not more than four 


knots an hour at the start, and both 
boats sailed very slowly. The Colum- 
bia was well in the lead. 


At 11.36 both boats swung to star- 


board, the Columbia having a nice 
berth to windward. 


At 11.40 both went onto the port tack, 


and the light wind sihfted to the south 
east. 


At 11.50 Columbia was still well 


ahead. 


For nearly an hour after this both 


boats seemed to be almost becalmed, 
being only about 3% miles from the 
start. 


At 12.45 the wind seemed to be fresli- 


ening, and both boats went on the 
tarboard tack.

At 1.20 both boats caught a nice 


breeze from the southeast, Shamrock 
getting at it first. At 1.27 Shamrock 
was ahead. 


Shamrock at 1.37 appeared to be 


slowly pulling away from the Colum- 
bia, having more wind than the Amer 
ican yacht. 


At 1.47 the first mark was two miles 


away, and the boats seemed to be on 
nearly even terms. 


At 1.52 Shamrock was four lengths 


ahead and to windward. 


At 157 Columbia passed Shamrock 


to leeward. 


At 2.01 Columbia had gained a lead 


of two lengths, still to leeward of the 
Shamrock. 


At 2.06 Shamrock was ahead again. 
Jtt 2.08 Columbia had regained the 


lead. 


The -wind was then fluffy, first one

Columbia and Shamrock were again 


ahead of time at the start, and the 
thousands of spectators eyed the pre- 
liminary movements of the big ya:hts 
with keen interest.

five per (Jent beginning today. 


There are about 2700 operatives em- 


ployed in the nulls in the manufac- 
turers association. 


The committee does not believe that 


the operatives will resist, in spite of 
the textile council's recommendation. 


Matthew C. D. Borden of New York, 


owner of the American Printing com- 
pany's works, yesterday again showed 
the confidence he entertains towards 
the market by offering to purchase all 
the regular print cloth goods in this 
center. His agents were only able to 
obtain a comparatively small portion 
of the surplus of narrow goods now 
held in store house here, or some 50,- 
000 pieces. 
The offer v\as made for 


immediate delivery- and held good only 
until the close of business yesterday. 


Mr. Borden's offer was viewed in two 


ways, first as an effort on his part to 
force the other mill men to put up 
wages because the market demand is 
heavy, and secondly, his belief that the 
present price of print cloth will be 
maintained, even on the present de- 
clining market for raw cotton.

I did not see 
the Brooklyn again until my attention 
was directed to her by the navigator 
calling to me: 'Look out, captain, for 
the Texas.' I went on the port bridge 
where the navigator was standing, and 
1 said: 'Where the devil is the Texas?* 
The navigator said: 'Here she is sir, 
In the smoke.' I said to myself, 'Cap- 
tain Philip will look after the Texas,' 
and went below. In a few minutes the 
navigator called out again: 'Look out 
captain, you will run into the Texas.' 
I walked over to the port side of the 
bridge and saw the Brooklyn's smoke- 
stack 'and military masts. She was go- 
ing directly across the Tx>ws of the 
(Texas. The Texas wts 
apparently 


backing and dangerously close to the 
Iowa. The Brooklyn seemed to be 100 
yards directly infront of the Texas. I 
eased the helm of the Iowa a little, port- 
ed 'her a little and just at that moment 
the Oregon came through my lee and 
passed between me and tho Texas and 
the three other boats were bunched to- 
gether. 


"At that time the Brooklyn was shut 


out in the smoke and I saw no more of 
her until the Colon had passed well to 
the westward of me, when some one on 
the bridge said: The 
Brooklyn is 


knocked out.' I wont to the bridge to 
see what had happened and she wns 
then about a mile and a half forward of 
the port beam of the Iowa with the 
Colon seven or eight mile* ahead and 
on her starboard bow. From that time 
on the firing was light and I conld see 
the Brbpklyn occasionally. The Colon 
was on her starboard bow. On the port 
quarter of the Colon, well astern of he.r, 
was the Oregon, and astern of her and 
'Well off to the southward was the Brook- 
lyn, with the Vixen off shore of the 
Brooklyn. The Iowa at the time was 
directly in the wake of the Colon with 
tho Vixen a little on her starboard bow."

Statesmen Are Anticipating 


Future Events 


LIKELY TO STIR THE ARMY 


Gold Laced Officers at the Capital Not 


Up to tbe President's Idea of tbe 
Soldier's 
Strenuous 
Life— Figure 


Heads May Be Placed on the Re- 
tired Shelf 


Washington, Oct. 1.— That President 


Roosevelt will stir some of the military 
dry bones at the capital is confidently 
believed. His record is not such as to 
place him in sympathy with the uni 
formed figure heads who are constantly 
on dress parade at social functions, and 
who nominally are at the head of the 
army. 


Conferences of tbe leaders of the two 


houses of the incoming congress with 
one another aad with President Roose- 
velt, to be Iteld In November, will large- 
ly shape the action to be taken in the 
session beginning the first Monday in 
December. 


President McKinley outlined in his 


Buffalo address the principal recom- 
mendations he would have made in his 
message to congress in December. 
President Roosevelt has signified that 
he will make similar recommendations 
in execution of his predecessor's pur- 
pose. 


It is also known that he will submit 


to the senate the new isthmian canal 
treaty negotiated by Secretary Hay, un- 
der the direction of President McKinley 


] to take the place of the one which the 
j Senate amended last 
session, and 


which then failed of acceptance by 
Great Britain. Now tbe British govern- 
ment has yielded, it is understood, the 
principle of the 
senate amendmnta 


giving the United States full control 
over the proposed canal, and, therefore, 
the ratification of tbe treaty is antici- 
pated. 


Beyond these matters there is much 


speculation among the senators and rep- 
resentatives who are calling daily at 
the White House as to what may be 
recommended by the President and 
what may be done by congress. A re- 
vision of the tariff by reciprocity trea- 
ties, provision for ship subsidies, legis- 
lation affecting anarchists, domestic 
and foreign, and with regard to the so- 
called trusts, lire generally regarded as 
likely to be pressed in both houses in 
one form or another. Party pledges 
and McKinley promises alike point to 
such effort 


Postal Free Deliveries 


Washington, Oct. 1.—The official es- 


timates for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 3902, which Postmaster-General 
Charles Emory Smith will submit to 
congress at tbe opening of the session 
call for an aggregate of $6,250,000 for 
rural free delivery service throughout 
the country. This is an increase of $2,- 
750,000 over the expense of that rapidly 
growing service for the current year. 
The total for the free delivery service 
proper, which is that operated in cities, 
is $18,745,000, an increase of nine per- 
cent. The grand aggregate for the en- 
tire postal free delivery services, inclu- 
sive of both the free delivery and rural 
free delivery, is $24,995,000-

bank in -Fair Haven. For many years

SENATOR HANNA'S BELIEF 
Has Faith la tbe Party, tbe People 


aad In Bootevelt 


Boston, Oct. 1.—Senator Hanna who 


Is here for a few days when asked by 
a reporter this morning regarding the 
new administration and his relations to 
It, said: "What I have already said 
regarding this matter seems to sum up 
all I have to say. My personal relations 
with President Roosevelt have always 
been most cordial and friendly. I be- 
lieve in bis sincerity and patriotism and 
his desire to do what is for the best In- 
terests of the country. The anounce- 
ment to lee public of what will be his 
policy was characteristic of the man, 
and I believe he will receive the sup- 
port of all of President McKinley's 
frienfc and certainly he will receive 
mine. I should prefer at this time not 
to place myself before the public as 
speaking regarding what his adminis- 
trationshould be which might embarrass 
him. 
There has been a good deal said 


in the papers about my relations to the 
new administration. That has been 
done in some instances in a brutal way. 
The statement of the New York Herald 
that 'Mark Hanna's machine went to 
pieces at 2:15 this morning' (the day the 
president died) was most cruel. My re- 
lations to tbe Republican party are the 
same as they always have been. I am 
thoroughly in sympathy with it, and I 
thing President Roosevelt and myself 
are in the same machine." 


In reply to a question as to what the 


attitude of congress should be in malt- 
ing laws for the better protection of the 
president, Senator Hanna said: '"lam 
not a lawyer, and I don't know what can 
be done. The people will expect more 
from their legislature than from con- 
gress. It will be easy' to enact laws 
making it a capital offense to make an 
attempt on the life of the president. I 
think the people are with me in approv- 
ing of going to the extreme of consti- 
tutional limits. The assassination of 
President McKinley is in some respects 
even more horrible than that of Lincoln 
or Garfield, because it was at a time 
of profound peace." 


Asked if be did not think the presi- 


dent should be kept more away from the 
people. Senator Hanna said: "If there 
was anythiag President McKlney liked 
it was to get near the people, and that 
is too delicate a question to be discus- 
sed now. The act of the assassin, I be- 
lieve, was the result of a conspiracy; 
and there seems to be no way to protect 
tbe president frpre such consequences."

Washington, Oct 1.—A most unusual 


case has teen reported to the war de- 
partment. It is that of Private Peter J. 
Devine, troop n., llth cavalry, who was 
tried by afgeneral court-martial at Fort 
Ethan Allen, Vermont, ou the charge of 
"using disrespectful words against the 
president of the IJfiited States, in vio- 
lation of the IStVariicle of war." 


It appears "t'roDi "the evidence that 


when the news of "the shooting of the 
president was received^at Fort Ethan 
Allen, Devine expressed great satisfac- 
tion over the crime and applied an un- 
complimentary epithet to the late presi- 
dent. His comrades roughly handled 
him before he cpuld be secured in the 
guard house. 'HeSras found guilty of 
the charge by the court and sentenced 
to be dishonorably discharged from the 
service of the United States, forfeiting 
all pay aud allowances due him and to 
be confined at hard labor for one year. 


The record of the case having been re- 


ferrecLto Major-General Brooke at New 
York, commandinjr the department of 
the- east, he indorsed it as follows:

"It is the opinion of the reviewing 


authority that tile-punishment adjudged 
by the court is not a sufficient penalty 
for the flagitious act the prisoner was 
found to have committed.

at E'ort Columbus, N. Y., to which place 
the prisoner will be sent under proper 
guard."

ORIGIN OP THE CUP 


For a cup in which there is such a 


-tremendous interest as the one for which 


Columbia and Shamrock are now com- 
peting, there is a remarkable misun- 
derstanding as to the history of the un 
lovely but precious bit of silverware 
Three or four different stones are told 
of its origin. It has been generally be-- 
lie\ed that the cup was won by the 
.America in the queen's cup competi- 
tion in 1851, and that the American 
yacht gave its name to the cup when 
It was brought to this side. Another 
story has it that the America did not 
sail in the competition at all, but that 
the cup was won by it a few days be- 
fore in the royal yacht squadron re- 
gatta. An entirely 'different version is 
that the cup is only a duplicate, pre- 
sented to the America by Queen Vic- 
toria, and that it was -never won in a 
contest in English waters. This story, 
which was published in a magazine 
some years ago says that the English 
learned the soeed of the America, and 
debarred her from the races on tech- 
nical grounds. The America, however, 
sailed over the course alone, and the 
queen, seeing the performance, was so 
impressed with it. that she had made 
for the America's owners an exact 
duplicate of the cup for which they

Important Religieus and Educational 


Topics That Are to Bt Discussed. 


Plan for National University 


The 19th congress 
of the French- 


American societies of New England 
and New York held Us first session 
in Springfield city hall this morning 
when the congress was convened and 
officers elected. 
All delegates yes- 


terday arrived from all over New 
England, and last night there were 
fully 700 in the city, and more ar- 
rived this morning. 


The St. Jean Baptiste society of this 


city is represented by three delegates 
as announced in this paper yester- 
day. 


On many of the buildings the tri- 


color has been flung out, and the re- 
ception committee -was at the union 
depot the greater part of yesterday, 
welcoming 
t)»e 
French-speaking 


strangers to the city and assigning 
rooms to them. They are earnest, 
quiet men, who have assembled to 
disxmss matters of vital importance to 
their race, and all are eager for the 
two day's session to begin and to lis- 
ten to some of the well known men 
who are to make addresses during the 
meetings. The chief events today will 
be the mass at St. Joseph's church at 
8, the big parade at 10, the convening 
of the congress at city hall ai noon, 
the general discussion in the afternoon 
and the big concert in the evening. 


There will be many speeches made 


during the session on religious mat- 
ters, as these are one of the chief 
causes of calling the conference. The 
French Catholics feel that they are 
not treated as well as they should be 
by the church, and that the Irish are 
given more prominenca in the priest- 
hood than the French. They aver that 
all the high offices in the Catholic 
church of New England are held by 
Irishmen, and that the French do not 
hold as valuable parish offices. 
For. 


this reason the delegates will discuss 
'.he matter, and the recent trouble in 
the French Catholic church in North 
Brookfleld"wiU probably be brought up. 
The delegates are not expected to take 
any formal action on religious mat- 
ters, and the subject will be discuss- 
ed entirely without feeling. 


The question of French naturaliza- 


tion will be brought up, but there will 
be but a short discussion on this sub- 
ject, as all the delegates believe that 
the French people in this country 
should become naturalized. The ed- 
ucational affairs will be taken up and 
the question of establishing a French 
American college in this country will 
b-s discussed.

JUDGE WILSON'S CAREER. 


Brilliant JturUt Was 
Connael ID 


Many Important Case*. 


Ex-Judge Jeremiah M. Wilson, Rear 


Admiral Schley's senior counsel, who 
died the other day in Washington, was 
born In Warren county, 0., Nov. 25, 
1828. He received an academic educa- 
tion and moved to Counerville, Ind., 
where he practiced law. His talents 
early commanded recognition, says the 
New York Times. He was judge of the 
court of common pleas from 1860 to 
1865. At the time of his election to 
congress in 1865 he was judge of the 
circuit court. 


In the Forty-second and Forty-third 


congresses be represented the Fourth 
Indiana district. During his terms in 
congress he had formed a firm friend- 
ship for Congressman Samuel Shella- 
barger of Ohio, and the two decided to 
make Washington their borne. They 
formed a partnership and opened an 
office in the capital, where they won 
fame and fortune. They became known 
as among the foremost attorneys in 
Washington and continued in the front 
rank up to the tirae of their deaths 
Mr. SheUabarger dying several years 
ago. In their early practice the chief 
business was in contested election cases 
in congress, Mr. SheUabarger having a 
^ntloual reputation as an expert in 
such affairs. 


Ex-Judge Wilson was best known as 


•i cross examiner and criminal lawyei 
.Hid was employed in all tue celebrated 
cases of a generation that were tried 
in the District of Columbia. He was 
••specially prominent as counsel for the 
plaintiff in the trial of the suit against 
ex-Congressman W. C. P. Breckinridge 
brought by Madeline Pollard. Among 
fbe other well ku6wn cases in whicb 
Mr. Wilson was counsel were the stai 
route trials, the Holt will case, the tria. 
of Captain Howgate for embezzlement, 
the Oberlin Carter case and the Vene- 
zuela, Alabama, French spoliation and 
La Abra Mexican claims cases. 


At tbe lime of his death he was pres- 


ident of the Chesapeake and Potomac 
Telephone company, a director in the 
Nsrtional Fidelity and Deposit company 
and was largely interested in other cor- 
porations 
He bad also been attorney 


for the Union Pacific railroad and the 
Mormon church.

esting by colored stereopticon views, 
which were made from photographs 
taken by Mr. Denison. 
Trte pictures 


were generally distinct and gave a 
good idea of the manner of 
living 


and the habits of the cannibals. 


The speaker first took his hearers to 


the Fiji islands, 
which have 
been 
| quite 
thoroughly 
Christianized by 


'missionaries. 
The 
inhabitants 
of 


these islands were a few years ago 
cannibals of the worst kind, and Mr. 
Denison showed photographs of chiefs 
who had slain and eaten human be- 
ings. 


The island of New Britain, still un- 


civilized in the interior, was also vis- 
ited by Hev. Mr. Denison and here he 
had several thrilling adventures. The 
phonic 
along the coast are becoming 


civilized 
by the efforts of mission- 


aries, though they still have occas- 
ional outbreaks. Just before the ar- 
rival of IVTr. Denison a rich German 
trader and his secretary had been kill- 
ed by the natives. The island, though 
in one place less than e'ght miles wide, 
has never been crossed by white men. 
Mr. D'enison and a missionary _ex> 
jjjfored into the interior as far as they 
i dared, 
but thev did not go beyond 


the 
tribe speaking the language of 


the missionary. 
In closing Mr. Den- 


ison 
left the message of a cannibal 


cflfef who after having 
killed 200 


persons and eatpn many, became con- 
verted'to Christianity. He had been 
regarded a? "the devil." His"message 
was that he was no longer a man of 
wrath, but a Christian. His days

creatures.

Philadelpftla. He rapidly attained emi- 
nence in Ms profession and at various 
times and places was oae of the lead- 
ins stock stars, playing with Edwin 
Forrest, Charles Keaa, William CLarlea 
Mac-ready, Lawrence Barrett and Ed- 
win Bootb, ears the New York Herald. 


He made a tour of England in the 


early fifties, appearing in London and 
the provinces and playing Othello, Shy- 
lock and Sir Giles Overreach in Mas- 
singer's "A New Way to Pay Old 
Debts." In tbis last character he was 
hailed by the English critics as the 
equal of E. L. Davenport 
Mr. Rob- 


erts was the first American actor to 
appear in "Faust," playing Mephis- 
topheles in a translation of bis own. 
He was also the creator of Mephlsto 
when the "Black Crook" made its first 
appearance in America. 


It was always said of James Booth 


Roberts that bad it not been for his 
diminutive stature be would have rank- 
ed in the public estimation with and 
gained the fame of Forrest, Kean and 
Bootb.

Anarchists should 
be kept out, and places that breed an- 
archy (notably saloons) wil'l bear 
closer •watching-. Education should be 
more comprehensive, taking in moral 
nature. Religion too .should be revised. 
A decline here, means an increase of 
violence, passions unchecked, states 
plunged into mourning, life insecure."
